Timmy—fonnd its way to the supremo court, 
tho controlling question m the argument being 
n-hother the bird was feia natura (wild by na- 
ture). The case had already cost over S5UO. 
Mrs. Mitcherson, it is true, had Timmy, or 
Tommy, but Bhe was obliged to give a bond for 
double the value of Tommy, or Timmy, to re- 
linquish him if he was not hers. The ease was 
to have ueon decided ou Saturday last, as ap- 
pears from the stenographic report o£ its an- 
alysis by tha learned judge, Who said: 
"In this cause it appeal's that two ladies of 


Savannah, Mrs. Mannorson and Mrs. Hitching, 
had two canary-birds, that belonging to Mrs. 
Mammy being named Tommering, and the one 
belonging to Mrs. Tnumering being named 
Mitcherson. Mrs. Tommeraou loses her bird 
Hitching, and a short time ago Mrs. Timmer-' 
ton loses her bird Mannington. As I under- 
stand it, Mrs. Tomming and Mrs. Timmiugton 
entered tho justice's court with one of the rs- 
i-ovorod birds in dispute as to tha ownership, 
tlio justice deciding for Mrs. Timmyton.wherB- 
upon Mrs. er-ker Mizzes-er Tommyting. 
Ahem: As I eaid, Mizzea Tomytimmy. This 
L'onit reserves its decision until next week, 
owing to a press of other matters," 
To-day Mrs. Mitchoruon was made happy, 


the learned judge having, by a period of rest, 
recovered the use of his faculties, penetrated 
tlio intricacies of the case and given a decision 
in her favor. Ere this Timmy is probably 
warbling sweetly upon the Mitchersou porch 
in consonance with the happy thoughts animat- 
ing hia mistress, wllile no responsive strains 
come funn Tommy's empty cage

He insisted 
on staying, and when she became thor- 
oughly frightened and sought to pass him, 
and get out af the door, he seized her and 
a struggle ensued. 
Mrs. Taylor's cries 
brought in the neighbors, and the vlllian 
was seized and taken to a school house, 
where he was tried and bond fixed at $200. 
A posse of men started with him to the de- 
pot, 
to bring 
him to 
this 
city 
for incarceration. On their way to the depot 
his custodians were assaulted by a mob of 
masked men, and he was taken from them 
and conveyed to a vacant lot Just north of 
the depot. A large oak tree stood in the 
ocnter of the lot and a rope was soon 
passed over the first limb. A sew minutes 
after Slaughter was taken from the consta- 
ble he was, dangling In the air. The rope 
with which be was suspended was only 
three-eighths of an inch in thickness, and 
the method used to compass his death was 
that of two or three men swinging to his 
body. His neck was not broken. Your 
correspondent visited the town that morn- 
ing and found the wildest excitement 
pre- 
vailing. He saw an effort of the mob to 
seize the body and burn it on a fire that had 
been prepared Tor that purpose. The ear- 
nest entreaties and exeitiona of »few of the 
citizens saved the body until thegCoroner 
arrived there, at 3 p. m. Coroner Boose 
brought the body to the city to-day. Mrs. 
Tavlor Is a handsome brunette, about 26 
voars of age. Her little boy, aged four, 
tried to defend her when she was clasped 
In the arms of the fiendish Slaughter. He 
struck Slaughter with a poker, and the 
blow, although from a weak »ource, was 
very effective, as it alighted upon the 
brute's nose and the marks were plainly 
visible. Mrs. Taylor's injuries are severe. 
smd she is confined to her bed from the ef- 
fects of them.

A majority of the farm- 
ers interviewed by our reporter now be- 
lieve that the wheat is safe and that if 
the weather continues favorable there 
will be a larger yield than in late years- 
Four years ago there was a similar ice 
fall and an immense crop of wheat was 
harvested. The following of interest in 
this connection is taken from the Lincoln 
Journal: "The feeling prevails that win- 
ter wheat has been damaged by the late 
sleet. John J. Green, who has about as 
much experience in such matters as any 
man iu the county, sajs such is not the 
case. He haa 110 acres which wag exam- 
ined to-day. TJuder the ice the ground 
was moist, aud the roots found to be 
strong aud healthy. It is his opinion 
that a bountiful crop will be raised this 
year. Last season Mr. Green harvested 
three or four thousand bushels of the fin- 
est wheat raised in Logan county."

CAPTURED BT CHICAGO. 


The State Fair Blown off to the Extreme 


North End of the State for 


Two Tears. 


Decatur "bobbed up serenely1' and 


m8de a lively contest to secure the loca- 
tion of the Illinois State Fair here for 
two years, but last night at Springfield 
friends of this point were out-voted by 
the Chicago and Peoria combination, and 
consequently the state fair for'83-'84 wiE 
be held at Chicago, though we doubt if 
one-fourth of the population of that com- 
mercial city will pay any attention to the 
annual show, which is solely of interest 
to stock raisers and farmers. On the first 
ballot yesterday afternoon Chicago re- 
ceived 10 votes; Decatur, 8; Springfield, 
2, and Peoria 2. An evening session of 
the board of agriculture was held, and 
after seven ballota Chicago won by a bare 
majority, when the choice was made 
unanimous. 


Members of the state board from the 


Chicago end of the state admitted that 
that city was no place to hold an agricul- 
tural show of such general importance .to 
the farmers in all parts of the state, but 
in obedience to the wishes of their con- 
stituents they would have to vote for 
Chicago, and they did every time. 


Those Decatur parties who subscribed 


to the $20,000 f und now wish they had 
doubled the amounts and had them 
nickel plated. 


It now remains for the business men of 


Dfccatur to join with the farmers and get 
up a state fair of our own next September. 


Trie Universaliat Church.

Long may those fresh memories 
which give such a charm to your 
daily life continue to cheer you, and 
instruct those who have the privilege 
of living with you.

a charm it wears when the heart that 
has beat so long still lends its genial 
warmth to the still inquiring mind.
